U VOTEUN NEW JERSEY 


Governor Wilson Loses But 4 of the 


Democratic Delegates-Taft Carries 


Only Four Counties. 


Newark, N. .T., May 20.—Theodore 


Roosevelt's clean sweep of the New Jer- 
sey primaries was emphasized today 
•when late returns gave him substantial 
pluralities in the few districts about 
which last night's figures left any doubt 
and 
increased 
his 
lead 
elsewhere 


throughout the state. 


Governor Woodrow Wilson carried all 


but two of the twelve congressional dis-> 
tricts and gained 24 of the 2S delegates, 
including the delegates at large. His 
opponents today abandoned hope that 
they had carried the Eighth district, 
where the vote was close but which Gov. 
Wilson won apparently by a liberal ma- 
jority. 


"Uninstructcd" delegates 
nominated 


by the anti-Wilson wing of the party 
were elected by largo majjrities in lh«. 
^Ninth and Tenth districts, the strong 
hold of the elements opposed to the gov- 
ernor. 


Each Carries State by 15,000. 


Incomplete returns at noon on the 


Vote for delegates at large and the presi- 
dential preference indicated that Col. 
•Roosevelt's popular plurality for the 
whole state would be about 15,000, and 
that Gov. Wilson's lead bas.d on the 
vote for delegates at large, was about 
the same.

1 in the Third, Fifth' and Sixth districts, 


which 
include the New Jersay coast 


towns almost as far south as Atlantic 
City and the counties lyinp in the north 
eentral part of the state, most of them 
being outside the •commuter zone.

•victory in his home county, Mercer, 
which contains Trenton, tho state capi- 
tal. The total vote for the Wilson dele- 
gates at large in Mercer was 2,674 com- 
pared with 371 for, the anti-Wilson nomi- 
nees. The republican vote in this coun- 
ty was Roosevelt, 3,371; Taft, 2,465.

vention. Llovd Kelly, chairman of the 
committee re/used to call the convention 
to order. Walter Costello. vice chair- 
man of the committee and leader of the 
Clark forces, called it to order but as 
soon as they attempted to proceed with 
business the objecting forces demanded 
recognition and protested against the le- 
gality of the convention.

The aged millionaire ccu'.d not be in- 


duced at all times to give direct an- 
swers to questions but made indignant 
denial of all suggestions that theie had 
been any effort to evade the decree of 
the court. 


Mr. Rockefeller appeared in the ac- 
ion brought nominally by the state of 
lissouri to compel the inspectors of 
he election of the stockholders of the 
Valors-Pierce Oil company, at St. Louis 
ast February to vote the proxies of the 
Rockefeller an/1 other Standard Oil in- 
,ere8ts, which had named Standard Oil 
men as officers of the company. 


The inspectors refused on the ground 


that to do so would violate the dissolu- 
tion decree of the supreme court of the 
United States, and of the decision of 
;he Missouri supreme court ousting the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, from 
tho former state. 
The Waters-Pierce 


interests alleged in fighting to prevent 
tho Standard Oil representatives from 
gaining control of the company that the 
manner in which the Standard Oil in- 
terests had observed the decree of the 
United States court was "farcical." 


Mr. Rockefeller Indignant. 


The aged oil magnate and "the rich- 


est man in tho world" was subjected to 
a grilling by Samuel Untermeyer, coun- 
sel for the Waters-Pierce interests, that 
caused the witness to pound his firsts on 
the table to emphasize his indignant de- 
nials of pointed questions, as to whether 
tho decree of the court had been in fact 
•carried out.
